Vendor and Purchaser — Option — Withdrawal. — Goodman v. Spur- 
iin, 62 S. E. 1029 (Ga.). — Held, that a written option, without considera- 
tion, for the sale of land, may be withdrawn or revoked before its 
acceptance. 

An option is a mere continuing offer. Crandall v. Willig, 166 111. 233; 
Siser v. Clark, 93 N. W. 539. Like all other contracts, it must have con- 
sideration in order to be binding. Ide v. Leiser, 10 Mont. 5. And the 
fact that a period is named within which it may be accepted, will not pre- 
vent a withdrawal within that time. B. & M. R. v. Bartlett, 3 Cush. 224.
